LAS VEGAS, NEV., Mar. 21, 1971 — In 
spite of a painful injury, desert star J.N. 
Roberts and his teammate Max Switzer 
broke the two-year winning streak of 
Mike Patrick and Phil Bowers to capture 
the Mint 400 for Husqvarna. A mere 20 
bikes of the 94 starters finished the race 
that began at 9 a.m. and lasted until 
8:45 p.m. Winner Roberts 
took the lead at the start and held it all 
the way. J.N.'s team mate Max Switzer 
was not turning laps as fast as J.N. but 
he was going fast enough to hold the 
lead which Roberts developed. J.N. 
broke down once in the first lap with an 
electrical problem and went over the 
bars once, resulting in painful but not 
serious injuries. His winning time was 
9:54:05. 

The course was reported to be 
extremely rough after the first check all 
the way to the end. As desert goes this 
course was quite flat with the billowing 
powder for which the Mint is justly 
famous. There was no relief after the 
powder because the trail led into the 
foothills which were paved with 
shock-breaking rocks. 

The race started off with a kind of 
excitement that makes racers wish they 
had another business. A collision 
between Jerry Sauter and Don 
Bohannon delayed Sauter about an hour

ENDUROS & MIC SUPPORTERS 

The radically new enduro scoring 
system developed by District 36, 
wherein the riders compute their own 
scores, has been the basis for scoring 
Southern California sports car rallies 
since year one. Navigationally, a road 
rally is just like an enduro, except 
distances are measured to 1/100 mile 
and time to 1/100 minute. I realize that 
enduro organizers are likely to have 
fears about errors, cheating, etc., so may 
hesitate to adopt this system. The 
District 36 Enduro Committee is to be 
congratulated for its courage in 
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adopting this scheme. For the benefit of 
SoCal clubs who are uncertain about it, 
I'd like to pass on the information that 
it works like a charm, has for years, 
among the sporty car set. If you make a 
mistake in arithmetic that increase your 
error (or "points lost"), nobody is hurt 
by you. That's fair. And if you make a 
mistake that decreases your error and 
sets you too high in the standings, you 
can be sure that the guys who placed 
just below you will be checking your 
calculations. It all works out very easily 
and quickly. This system should be 
adopted here in the South.

Long Beach, California’s city council 
passed a ban on motorbike riding 
off-the-road this week despite our 
strong objections, and a petition signed 
by 1,585 local residents. The council 
showed utter contempt for the needs of 
motorcyclists, one councilman saying, 


- “They are too young to vote, anyway.” 


They tried every cheap trick to discredit 
Russ Sanford, the motorcycle owners’ 
lobbyist, when he tried to get them to 
hold off a few days until we could 
secure someplace in the city limits for 
kids to legally ride. The councilmen said, 
in effect, “just go ride someplace else, 
not here in Long Beach.” For a minute I 
could understand why people riot and 
bomb. Upon reflection, though, I am 
convinced that breaking the law is not 
the best way for motorcyclists to obtain 
our rights. The anti-motorcycle clique 
calls us a “problem” and would just love 
to see the problem get worse. For 
example, after the ban has been 
unanimously voted in (Councilman 
Rubley was absent) Mr. Sharp said, “‘Is 
it passed? Ok, now City Manager, make 
the railroad post the right-of-way past 
the nursing home in my district!” This 
was a move he could have made when 
the first complaint came in. 

Our next step is already begun, to try 
and obtain a piece of city property to 
conduct a riding test upon. We hope to 
show that noise and annoyance can be 
controlled, so that private motorcycle 
parks can be zoned within Long Beach. 
Meanwhile, the several thousand readers 
in Long Beach are urged to seek out 
local property owners and obtain their 
written permission to ride upon their 
vacant land.

Hodaka and Greeves parts and accessories. California Choppers of Anaheim took a 
booth to sell every kind of chopper part imaginable. As one dealer put it: “this is the 


greatest idea ever! The Cycle Swap-O-Rama 


gives me the chance to move all the 


leftover parts, accessories and bikes I’ve had in my backroom for the past six years!" 
Another interesting feature of the Cycle Swap-O-Rama will be the used 
motorcycle auction.

"MOTORCYCLIST, GO HOME"! 
(Unless you live here, then go someplace 
else.) 

The city fathers of -Long Beach 
evidently prefer the “‘pot-cycle” to the 
“pop-cycle” for the youngsters of that 
fair (?) city. We (all four of us) 
approached the L.B. City Council last 
Tuesday with a request for the grating 
of an additional 30-day 
‘stay-fo-execution’ on the ordinance 
which will prohibit the use of all 
off-road vehicles (especially mini-bikes 
and motorcycles) within the City Limits 
without specific consent of the private 
land-owner or public land-use agency. In 
exchsnge for the requested delay, we 
offreed to provide land, insurance, 
sanitation, administration, supervision, 
regulation, and the necessary controls so 
that Long Beach’s 4,664 non-licensed 
youngsters would have a place in which 
to ride their bikes. The City Council 
turned us down cold. They appear 
totally unconcerned with the fact that 
these youngsters are going to have a lot 
of idle time on their hands may be 
inclined to turn to other pursuits which 
may be more harmful than riding a 
mini-bike. 

This ordinance is the short-sighted 
answer which results from our greatest 
enemy: NOISE! However, it seems 
rather incongruous that the Long Beach 
city fathers are so concerned this week 
about two or three daily complaints of 
minibike noise when just a couple of 
weeks ago the same Council Members 
approved the use of the Long Beach 
Airport by commercial aircraft over the 
vehement protests of the residents who 
live near the airport and objected to the 
increased noise! 

“YOU ALL COME”! 

We announced a couple of weeks ago 
that the U.S. Forest Service would be 
holding three hearings concerning the 
continued use of the Angeles National 
Forest by off-road vehicles. Those

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meetings have now been held and I am 
delighted! The turn-out and 
involvement of motorcyclists at all three 
meetings is the most encouraging sign 
that I have witnessed since I’ve been 
‘doing my thing’. I am truly impressed 
and my heartfelt thanks to go all of you 
who appeared and sounded-off to 
protect your interests and rights. My 
encouragement comes from the fact 
that these bike-riders have learned 
first-hand that ‘Uncle Sugar and the 
system’ will (and wants to) listen to 
their views. Besides, it’s more fun to put 
the posy-sniffers down to their face 
than sitting around some bike-shop 
complaining, where it does no good at 
all. 

Ive been following this scene for 
quite some time, and you will have to 
take my word for this: the posy-sniffers 
and saddle-clappers are about to blow 
their minds. The one thing which they 
have always dreaded is happening right 
before their eyes: the bike-riders are 
getting organized. Beisdes, by reducing 
our own noise, vandalism, and litter, we 
have taken away the foundation for 
their complaints of incompatibility. 
And even more important, the general 
public is beginng to discover that our 
form of sport and recreation is 
somewhat different than what they have 
been led to believe. 

"LET US HELP YOU" 

This is the new theme of our 
detractors. All of a sudden the people 
who have opposed motorcycling in the 
past are willing to help us with our 
problems. This appears to.be quite a 
concession on their part when we 
consider that just a few short months 
ago they were busting their axes to 
undercut us and have us legislated from 
existence. 

My personal feelings are that we will 
work with them to obtain harmonious 
and compatible use of the public lands. 
But as far as overcoming the problems 
which face motorcycling, we, the 
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motorcyclists, will do it on our own! We 
will be pleased to have them share the 
public land with us. 

Our next, most immediate goal is to 
go after the restrictive and prohibitive 
city and county ordinances throughout 
the state. I hope that each of you 
readers are supporting the program. 
MORE now has more than 6,000 
members, each of whom is being 
‘heard’, just as though he were there in 
person, at every significant legislative 
and land-use meeting which I can

Millenium: A period of great happiness or perfect government or freedom from 
imperfections in human existence. Daytona ‘71 may not fit this description, but it's 
getting close. 1970 was a breakthrough year for the new 750 road racing formula. 
1971 Daytona, the factory flood gates opened wide and portends to be only a notice 
of greater and more fascinating involvements for the remainder of the decade. A 
Norton company official said Norton will definitely be at Daytona '72 with 
England's Peter Williams. The heat should be on to a higher degree as Norton can 
build formidable pavement rigs. Other companies will likely feel the pressure and find 
it difficult to merely spectate in the coming years. 

Although there were complaints about the intensified and lengthened speedweek, 
the kaleidoscope of events left little lacking be added in variety; % mile, 
indoor-outdoor short track, pro Moto-X, and road racing. Someone will probably 
promote a Daytona steeplechase before this decade is up, then California will be 


completely vacated of professional racers fo: 


A road race cross? The Saturday 
Daytona infield moto-x packed in 
spectators five deep. Even though many 
people didn’t know one rider from 
another due to P.A. problems, this first 
time show did not lack in pure 
excitement. The racers, who fell one on 
top of another in the tench over the 
center jump, were probably excited too 
as they wondered if they were going to 
get out alive. The Daytona TV stated 
24,000 people were trackside Saturday. 
The news media also stated 60,000 to 
70,000 people were in town for the 
speedweek. 

Regarding impressive figures, the 
Daytona short track races groosed over 
$50,000; the 5,091 seats sold out on 
Friday and Saturday. The City of 
Daytona rents the track for 10% of the 
gross. After the 4% state sales tax 
deduction, the City collects close to 
$5,000 for three nights of racing. Evel 
Knievel was in town with his jump 
cycles, and Chuck Hart, a rookie expert, 
rode the “Little Fauss and Big Halsey” 
350 Yamaha in the 200. 

The refueling devices were very 
sophisticated this year, indicative of the 
time-consciousness of the main 
contenders. Kawasaki hired California 
movie makers to film their anticipated 
100 miles Junior win, but a broken shift 
lever changed that. Early leader Mike 
Lane displayed an unusual amount of 
horsepower as he brought the Kawa-3’s 
back wheel around on the high bank 
during gear changes. Junior James 
Cotherman, Freeport, Illinois, rode 
home the first British motor in the 100

record of 27 nationals. Hailwood said 
before the race he hoped to ride Road 
Atlanta, but “that would depend on 
what happened today.”

JUNIOR RACE 


By John Waaser 

Mike Lane, the novice sensation of 
Loudon last year, started his Junior 
career with a bang by riding his new 
‘factory’ Kawasaki to an early lead in 
the 100-mile amateur — oops, Junior 
road race at Daytona this year. Mike 
looked just unbeatable as he powered 
his way ahead of the pack. But then it 
became motor racing again, and the 
leader isn’t the winner until the 
checkered flag comes out. A series of pit 
stops to correct some mysterious 
shifting ailment cost him two laps. He 
finished ninth. Dave Burchards had been 
running a strong second on a Honda 
four, and inherited the lead, but had to 
pit for gas on the twenty-third lap of 
the twenty-seven lap event. He had 
fitted a super-large petrol tank, but 


officials told him he would h 
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ave to use 
the standard tank. Apparently he had 
no Honda road-racing tank available, so 
he used a street tank. A pit stop of only 
eight and nine-tenths» seconds was 
enough to cost him a lap at the 
checkered flag, with an eighth place 
finish, just ahead of Lane. Meanwhile, 
Dennis Poneleit had been laying back, 
also on a Honda, and took over for the 
last four laps. Second place went to a 
Yamaha, ridden by James Allen, of 
Canada. Another Canadian, John 
Lysight, followed him in for third, ona 
Kawasaki. Kurt Leibmann, a_ top 
AAMRR road racer, took his Amol 
Precision Honda into fourth place. 

The Junior race at Daytona is always 
interesting, for a variety of reasons. For 
one thing, most of the machinery is 
privately entered rather than 
factory-backed. For another, a rider 
who has not yet achieved national 
prominence can frequently pull an upset 
victory. Except for a machine which is 
occasionally poorly prepared, attrition 
is not as much a determining factory as 
in the expert event. In today's event, we 
see that machine failure did influence 
the results — in one case due to the 
breaks of the game, and in the other due 
to. a lack of planning. Even so, the 
racing was close, and there were some 
top riders behind the winners. Rarely in 
this event do we see the type of 
attrition which occurs in the expert 
race, blown engines, seized gearboxes 
and such. Machines are not as highly 
tuned, and are not being ridden to ‘ten 
tenths’ as are the expert machines. And 
the race is only half as long. Still, bad 
luck can prevail. Among the early 
leaders was Harry Cone, of Sherman, 
Texas, who won the novice event here 
last year. Harry, still Yamaha mounted, 
was in the hunt for a while, but 
completed only twenty-three laps. 
Torello Tacchi, the perpetual Junior,

managed fifteen laps on his Norton, and 
Ron Burns, who bought Rusty Bradley’s 
winning machine from last year, got as 
far as sixteen laps before crashing. Other 
early retirements included Conrad 
Urbanowski, Doug Libby, John Porter, 
and Rudy Galindo, all of whom are 
fairly well known. 

A tuner can also make a name for 
himself in the junior event, as happened 
at Loudon, when Don Cutler tuned the 
privately-entered Triumph which beat 
Walt Fulton’s factory KR in the (then) 
amateur event. 

Some of. the real excitement of 
Daytona Speed Week happens right in 
this Junior event. Don't pass it up if you 
wants ome insight into racing a couple 
of years from now.

LUCERNE VALLEY, CAL., March 21, 
1971 — This week’s Hare Scrambles 
terminated with the subtlety of a 
jackhammer as Larry Pfutzenreuter and 
Whitey Martino drag-raced the final 
miles of desert to a photo-finish. 

At the drop of the banner, 
Pfutzenreuter got off well and was in 
the lead at the smokebomb. Careful not 
to blow a good thing, Larry began 
conserving his ride. 

At home check, Larry came bombing 
through with a determined Martino not 
far behind. Next came Ron Salzman, 
the first Amateur, and Rich 
Thorwaldson. Mitch Mayes was the first 
trailbike to finish the first loop, and he 
was running 13th. 

About five miles from the check, 
"Pfutz" received a visit from Martino, 
one he wasn't expecting. At that 


moment, the chain on his trusty Bultaco 
jumped off the rear sprocket and the 
Number One rider disappeared into the 
dust. Pfutzenreuter wasted little time 
repairing his machine. “I caught him 
about two miles from the finish,” Larry 
said later in the pits. “We were together 
all the way in.” 

The result of this spectacular finish 
ended up going to Martino, As the two 
bikes neared the final check it became 
evident that the winner was going to be 
the last one to *chicken-out", There was 
no checkered flag or any other 
official-looking symbol. Both riders 
backed off the throttles at the final 
moment before endangering spectators 
and Whitey got to the car-pullers first. 

A lot of folks favoring Pfutzenreuter 
were openly bitter about the results. 
Larry, however, didn’t seem to mind, 
since he was riding in a different class 
than Martino.

The Invaders laid out one of the 
finest courses yet seen at Soggy Dry 
Lake. The two loops were different, one 
being of flatter, full-bore stuff and the 
other featuring lots of rocks and sandy 
washes.

WENATCHEE, WASH., March 7, 1971 
— Action was centered at Daroga Park 
as the racing season opened and 57 
riders braved the elements of snow and 
temperatures in the lower 307°. 
However, spectators supporting their 
favorite riders and curious onlookers 
numbered about 250 persons, 

The Daroga Park Motocross course, 
which is one mile in length, was in good 
condition with plenty of room except in 
some corners where there appeared to 
be some motorcycle congestion at 
times. 

Each class of machines had their own 
superb riders. However, the closest race 
of the day was between Conan 
Workman riding an American Eagle and 
Kevin DeWitt riding a Yamaha. These 
fellows rode the tough course like 
professional riders all day long. The 
Yamaha proved enough extra power to 
take all three heats and Mr. DeWitt 
claimed the first place trophy with 
second honors going to Workman. Both 
rode in the 14-years-and-Under class, 
but showed extreme potential in races 
to come. 

Fifteen riders entered the 125cc class 
with the field full of Yamahas and 
Hod akas. This could have been 
anyone’s race as machines and riders 
were quite equal. Larry Bossen took the 
first heat, but was plagued apparently 
with gear problems the rest of the day. 
Bossen gave up his first place spot to 
Harry Taylor riding a Hodaka. Taylor 
squeezed by Bossen’s Yamaha for the 
first position in the next two heats and 
captured first place trophy, with Bossen 
finishing in the number two spot. Both 
riders were pushed all day by a Penton 
ridden by Jim Fleming who trophied 
third. 

In the 175cc class, Mike Ellinger on a 
Penton, proved too strong for hard 
pushing Rick Tarver on a Yamaha and 
Greg Zodro on a Yamaha. Ellinger really

Skiver, Baker Take Indoor Trophies

MONROE, WASH., March 14, 1971 — 
The last race of the season brought a 
huge crowd to watch Randy Skiver 
(Hon) and Steve Baker (Yam) battle it 
out for the high point trophy, 250cc 
class. Before race time today Skiver led 
by one point. Silence fell over the entire 
arena as the P.A. system bleared out the 
“2001 Space Odessey” theme song 
announcing the 250cc Expert A Main. 
This is the race everyone is waiting for. 

They are so anxious to get under way 
that Skiver and Baker both jump the 
flag. Put them back? The other riders 
say no, so all riders to the line again. 
The flag is dropped. In the first corner 
Skiver is put down. Restart! This time 
Baker, in second place clipped the back 
wheel of racing companion George 
Leonard (Yam) who is in first place. He 
went down and Leonard lost his chain 
causing the race to again be restarted. 

By this time the crowd is becoming 
very tense. Will this race ever be 
completed? Finally they get under way 
and Baker takes the lead from Leonard 
out of the first tum while Leonard 
keeps the rest of the pack back. He was 
a little over zealous in his effort and 


RENO, NEV., March 13, 1971 — Sun 
Valley, Nevada speed merchant Tim Bell 
is the undisputed leader for the Nevada 
Indoor Short Track Championship 
following his sizzling main event victory 
at the Washoe County Fairgrounds 
Pavilion. 

The 22-year-old Bell, who races in 
the 100cc Novice division, racked up his 
fifth consecutive main event victory in 
as many starts to break a 
three-month-old deadlock with 
Woodland, Calif. rider John Vance who 
suffered his first defeat of the year. 

Homer Hybrager of Sparks, Nev., 
paved the way for Bell’s rise to the top 
upsetting Vance in the 200cc Junior 
competition. Lady Luck also got credit 
for an assist. Bell, who is active in the 
Nevada National Guard, was on 
stand-by the day of the race, following 
concern by public officials over a 
demonstration scheduled at the same 
time in Las Vegas. 

When a call for the National Guard 
failed to materialize, Bell’s unit was 
released. Bell rushed to the Fairgrounds 
to register getting in under the deadline 
by a scant éight minutes. 

In winning the feature Bell toppled 
Reno riders Monty Martin and John 
Munson who followed in that order. 

Hybarger's victory was a wire-to-wire 
performance with the outcome never in 
doubt. The 36-year-old Hybarger 
daylighted second place finisher Jim 
Cutts of Stockton, Calif.; and Rick 
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received the black flag. By this time 
Skiver has lost too much ground and 
finished second. They are tied, now 
they must grudge race it off. Baker led 
for two laps and then went down. 
That's racing! 

A total sign up of 163 riders 
competed in the program, breaking all 
records for the season. 

The 125cc class high point trophy 
was taken by Steve Baker. He had a 
substantial led in this class even before 
today. The mini class was won by Mike 
Thompson and Lynn Mintyala took the 
over mini. 

An added attraction to today's racing 
was the very impressive performance by 
the Seattle Cossacks, a motorcycle stunt 
and drill team, during an intermission. 
All Harley-Davidson riders, this group 
has been performing for 30 years, in 
parades, fairs, at races, etc. Ten 
members strong, they range in age from 
30 to 50 plus.

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LACKEY versus Deso

PUYALLUP, WA., March 14, 1971 — 
Brad Lackey and John DeSoto were the 
big attractions at 
Puyallup Raceway Park as more than 
1,200 spectators braved the off-and-on 
rain for a chance to see two of 
America’s best motocross stars compete 
against their local favorites. DeSoto was 
fighting off a flu bug that kept him in 
bed all day Saturday and prevented him 
from putting out his best effort. 

Brad Lackey was in fine form and 
came out on top of both the 250 and 
Open classes in a series of motos 
unmatched for competitive excitement 
and spectator interest since last fall's 
Trans-AMA race here. Complete with 
his handlebar-mounted peace dove and 
shoulder length hair, Brad dazzled the 
crowd with his spectacular, crossed-up 
leaps and bouncing berm shots. 

Lackey took an easy lead in the first 
250 moto but was pressed hard on the 
first two laps by Mike Welland on a 
Maico. Then he just started to pull 
effortlessly away. Suddenly, everyone 
was aware that something unexpected 
was happening. Jim Pomeroy, a 
youngster from Yakima, was slicing 
through the pack on his Bultaco and 
starting to gain rapidly on the flying 
Californian. From the middle of the 
pack to second place in two quick laps. 
Jim was putting on a heavy rush. The 
distance between them grew shorter as 
the partisan crowd grew more exuberant 
in their effort to cheer on their, local 
hero. However, Brad was not to be 
caught napping, and when he realized 
the heat was on he simply dialed on a 
little more speed and held his lead for 
the few. minutes left. Many were 
disappointed that they were only 
running ten minute motos, especially 
with such close racing. 

In the second moto it was again 
Lackey in an early lead but Pomeroy 
also got a good start and was out for 
blood. Brad sailed in beautiful style over 
the many jumps with Jim in hot pursuit. 
Pomeroy's fans and fellow racers were 
falling out of trees in their excitement 
as the two riders, in extremely close 
formation, left the rest of the field far, 
far behind in the intense duel. Then, on 
the infield hairpin turn, Lackey 
stumbled on the giant berm and 
highsided on his face into the mound of 
soft dirt. Jim wasted no time in seizing 
the opportunity to jet into the lead and, 
in spite of a speedy recovery and 
pursuit, Lackey was unable to catch up. 
The amazing thing about the spill was 
that Lackey seemed to’ like this 
particular bermy turn best of all and 
was” shooting through all day with 
perfect grace and style. 

Showdown time. High noon at the 
Puyallup Corral. The third moto and all 
the chips were on the line as Brad 
Lackey, Northern California CZ ace, 
and Jim Pomeroy, Bultaco mounted 
pride of the Northwest, were tied for 
the lead on points. A ferocious struggle 
for the lead through the first turn with 
Pomeroy coming out on top. The crowd 
was delirious as their favorite held his 
lead over this internationally-classed 
talent. Then, just for a split-second, Jim 
faltered on a short but steep uphill, 
possibly missing a shift. That was all 
Lackey needed to get by and he did so 
very decisively. Playing it safe, but fast, 
he held tight to his hardwon position 
for the time remaining to win the moto 
and all the marbles. Jim Pomeroy won 
second place and a moral victory, 
proving solidly that he is a top talentand 
destined to do big things in motocross, 
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Dave Clift survived a gigantic, 
high-speed endo to place third overall 
on his new Suzuki. He did this with two 
fourths and a tenth, indicating how 
scattered the rest of the people were. 
Mike Welland only earned fourth overall 
in spite of his super-fast ride. He had a 
troublesome second moto that nullified 
his fine third placings in the first and 
third. 

Even the presence of the great John 
DeSoto in the Open classes was not 
enough to bring the level of excitement 
up to what it had been in the 250 class. 
He was suffering from the flu so bad 
that he stayed in the cab of his pickup 
all the time, emerging only when his 
turn came to race. And race he did. He 
literally ran away with the first moto, 
putting on a tremendous burst of speed 
that was just incredible. Lackey was 
second with Pomeroy third. 

Then, in the second moto, things 
started happening. DeSoto and Pomeroy 
were dueling for the lead in a big way. 
Going into the same bern turn that gave 
Lackey his trouble, they collided hard 
and went down together. Pomeroy got 
going again after a bit but the big 
Hawaiian was showing the effects of his 
illness. After vomiting his lunch, at 
which point most folks would give up in 
despair, he went over the big jump at 
full tilt in third gear and got crossed up 
three separate times in different 
directions. Unreal! 

Lackey, having won easily in that 
disaster-filled second moto went on to 
do the same in the third. Pomeroy, of 
course, was right behind all the way but 
not close. DeSoto. having a run of really 
rotten’ luck, retired early with his 
expansion chamber sticking out at a 
funny angle and his CZ sounding like a 
mortar barrage. Lackey was first overall 
with two wins and a second, while 
Pomeroy, due to his tangle with DeSoto 
had to settle for third. Bill Binckley, 
who led momentarily in the second 
moto, was second overall with a strong 
consistent ride.

Charles Rouse who 
had finished ninth and sixth in 
Intermediate standings in the first two 
legs, and even farther back in overall 
positions flashed into the lead with all 
the Experts snapping at his heels. 
Finally, Smith was able to take over the 
lead but Rouse remained a solid second 
until a few feet from the flag on the 
final lap. At this point Smith lost it and 
Rouse regained the lead and went on to 
win the final leg and the 250cc 
Intermediate class as well. The 250cc 
Expert win went to Dave Smith who 
was still able to manage a fourth in the 
last moto. Rubcic earned second place 
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green by finishing second in all three * 
motos, and C. Nilson was third. 

The 500cc Expert race was quite 
interesting in more ways than one.

Build Yourself A Hack

If you have been hankering for 
а sidecar to go with your 
motorcycle, why not build one 
yourself? It’s not easy, but it can 
be done. The rig can be a simple 
utility rig like the one shown here, 
or a fancy product complete with 
springs, shocks, and luxurious 
upholstery. It can be about as 


uncomplicated or ornate as 
money, time, and ingenuity 
dictate.-

A side-hack is just the ticket for 
taking along the wife or friend and that 
larger tent made for two, or for tucking 
camping gear and clothes out of sight, 
safe from rain and dust and sticky 
fingers. 

Robert H. Conner of Cottage Grove, 
Oregon, is the designer of this one. It is 
his handy vehicle for carrying tools to 
work and his camping stuff into the hills 
over week-ends. It handles well on any 
surface except a side hill or deep mud, 
and is a real blast on freshly graded 
gravel roads. Bob says it works very 
good with a passenger on smooth 
surfaces but rides pretty rough on poor 
ones. 

Materials cost about $30 not 
including the wheel. A 16 x 3.00 tire 
and wheel from an old Honda Dream 
was given to him in exchange for an 
earlier favor. He has no estimate of the 
time involved. 

The job was completed last winter, 
but Conners offers some suggestions for 
improvements. In addition to the 
information here he will answer 
personal letters with more detail on 
building the rig. His address: Robert 
Conner, Box 167, BB Route, Cottage

states he has no intention of 
manufacturing his design. He is an 
experimenter. 

The frame is made of l-inch and 
%-inch, 16-gauge, square steel tubing. 
The body, of inch waterproof 
Douglas Fir plywood and 1/8-inch 
tempered masonite is bolted and 
pop-riveted to the frame. Sides, top, and 
front are made of masonite while the 
stronger plywood is used for the floor, 
seat, and back. Three coats of epoxy 
resin were applied to all surfaces to 
completely waterproof them, then all 
edges were covered with fiberglass cloth 
and coated with resin. 

A plywood piece was bolted inside 
the front cover to prevent a passenger 
from jamming a foot through it. 

Frame is fastened to the rear shock 
mount with the same bolt that holds the 
shock, and the front part clamps to the 
frame under the gasoline tank with 
U-bolts. > 

A strut which is adjustable for 
camber extends from the frame to the 
foot peg. The wheel mounting and front 
clamps permit toe-in adjustment. 

A brake pedal for the third wheel 
and stop lights is positioned beside the 
bike's foot brake. They are applied 
simultaneously or separately as desired. 

Bob's 1969 Honda CL450 handles

the extra weight without problems. 
However, a larger gasoline tank from a 
1969 CB 450 replaced the original to 
give a longer cruising range, and wider 
handlebars were installed for better 
control He dropped one tooth on the 
transmission gear to gain more power in 
starting, but suggests changing the rear 
sprocket instead to one with three more 
teeth to take some strain off the chain. 

Overall sidecar length is 56", width 
of body is 21", height from the ground 
28" with about 8" ground clearance. 
Length of the front tie bracket is 18”, 
rear bracket 11"', distance from outside 
wall to outside of wheel is 524". 

However, these dimensions may be 
taken as suggestions, only. Conner 
recommends that four inches be added 
to the front of the car for more leg 
room, and another four behind the seat 
for tools and equipment. He also thinks 
the wheel track should be extended 
from 42” to 48 by lengthening the front 
tie bracket to 24 and the back one to 
17". 

The opening in the top of the car is

Conner's design and construction is a 
lesson in ingenuity and imagination as 
well as outright perserverance to those 
who might lack confidence in 
themselves or who might scoff at the 
idea that a practical sidecar could be 
built by an amateur from simple parts. 
It is all the more remarkable when you

realize that no plans nor models were 
available for comparison. 

Bob's interest was piqued by pictures 
of a friend's old side car outfit on a 
Harley, and by reminicences of how 
much fun it used to add to 
motorcycling. In fact, his curiosity was 
aroused to where he began to look 
around for one to fit his Honda 450. 
None being available he decided to start 
literally from the floor and build his 
own. 

From pictures and sketch 
information obtained from an earlier 
story in a motorcycle magazine he was 
able to lay out a rough, full-sized chalk 
drawing on the floor beside his cycle, 
and to position the wheel six to eight 
inches ahead of the rear wheel, as the 
story suggested. 

Then, laying frame members on the 
pattern, he welded them together with 
an oxy-acetylene torch, fitted the 
wheel, and built his mounting brackets. 
With the frame bolted to the bike he 
began making test runs followed by 
adjusting and modifying until it would 





ground. A little toe-in to the car wheel 
was necessary to achieve this goal. 

After it was handling satisfactorily, 
he fastened the floor to the car, and 
covered the frame with masonite. 

The seat is of 3" sponge rubber on a 


X" plywood base with naugahyde 
covering. It is clamped to the floor by 
two bolts which are easily removed to 
adjust forward. The back, made of the 
same materials, is hinged at a point six 
inches above the bottom to fold down 
flat. 

To add a suggestion of my own, 
make the inside trim and dashboard, if 
any, from birch, maple, or walnut 
plywood. Finished in natural grain these 
woods add an elegrant touch to 
upholstered interiors that cannot be 
duplicated. 

For a fancy job, how about black 
leather or naugahyde, tuck-and-roll 
upholstery for seat and back rest? You 
can go hog-wild for comfort, here, and 
design the seat with as much artistic 
taste and harmonious embellishment as 
your imagination can whomp up. 

Expect to see more sidecars on the 
road next summer. It's an old and 
accepted way of travel that died out 
over the years with the advent of fast 
automobiles and freeways, but is 
coming back. Even some of the greatest 
two-wheeler purists who wouldn’t think 
of encumbering their road machine with 
the extra weight of a sidecar are now 
having second thoughts. 

From my own observations at cycle 
races and gatherings where a few side 
hacks show up I can’t help but conclude 
that the old thrills of sidecar travel is 
being re-discovered, and we'll soon see 
them taking a respectable share of the 
road in local and cross country travel. 


WHAT ABOUT A CYCLE RIDE 


THROUGH EUROPE? 


By Ralph Shaffer 
When you're thinking about summer, do you see yourself as Easy 
Rider, laying back there real steady at about 90 along the Autobahn in 
the Mercedes lane? Or slowly doing the Via Veneto, giving just a little 
eye to the Italian girls who turn around? 


Could be, you know. 

For motorcycling from June to 
September is the real way to see 
the countries of Europe on a 
budget. The wide use of 
motorized two-wheelers — nothing 
new in Europe — has been the 
next step up, during the affluent 
‘Sixties, from the utility of family 
bicycling with manpower alone. 
So, you'd be no center-ring 


novelty on a machine there. 

Not only that but up to now 
motorcycle groups and individuals in 
countries across the Atlantic have built 
good community reputations. They 
have been quick with traffic observance 
rules, self-enforced safety regulations 
and good manners in general As a 
motorcyclists, you'l not merely be 
tolerated everywhere, but you'l be 
genuinely welcomed. This is true of the 
friendly people you'l meet in the 
business of cycle touring — in service 
stations, campgrounds, coffee bars — as 
well as of the many fellow-wheelers 
you'll meet from other nations. 

About the budget, don't 
misunderstand. It’s no free-load. No 
way! Cycling through Europe on a 
budget means you still need money. So 
look here: the costs depend on how 
much touring you plan to do, how 
much time you're going to allow, and 
how. fancy a machine you are going to 
talk yourself into purchasing. 

First off, there аге several 
organizations which offer pre-packaged 
cycle tours abroad of about three weeks 
duration. On these, all basic 
preparations are made by the tour 
planners for you. Usually, their prices 
include your round-trip air fare, foreign 
hotel rooms, some meals, and the 
purchase of a new, foreign-made 
motorcycle. Typical cost of a New York 
departure coupled with buying a basic 
German bike would be about $1,600 
complete. Not really "complete", 
either. This would be the skeleton tour 
price. You'd need a few hundred dollars 
extra for things like tips, souvenirs, gas 
and oil, tolls, insurance and any 
emergencies. Departing from a West

Coast city adds about $300 in 
round-trip air fare. And buying a 
larger-than-basic motorcycle would add 
perhaps another $600. 

If your wallet is flat, don’t dispair. 
International air carriers and other 
travel specialists offer 24-month 
financing plans. All things being equal 
about your credit, it would be possible 
for you to ride Europe in the summer 
and pay it off the following winter. 

Generally, regulated tour itineraries 
for cycling cover about two thousand 
bike-riding miles in about three weeks. 
Some days the distance might be only 
75 miles. On other days (depending on 
night-time destinations) the mileage 
might be as high as 300. This latter is 
exceptionally long for continental 
touring — unless you use the freeways. 
(Dual carriageway, please, in England; in 
Germany the Autobahn; and to Italians, 
the Autostrada.) Other than these 





limited-access highways, most European 
roads — while paved — are not 
conducive to long days of travel. Often, 
they are narrow, with two-way farm 
traffic, unbanked curves, and direct 
access into the center of small villages. 
True, everybody waves to you; but all 
this can make slow going on a flat-out 
mileage day. 

There’s a wide choice of countries 
and areas to visit in any cycling tour 
you select. Most start in London or 
Munich because these are factory 
pick-up points for English and German 
bikes. The route from either of these 
starting points can include the Isle of 
Man (competition), Holland, Germany, 
Austria, Switzerland, France and parts 
of Italy. 

Those who have done the organized 
touring say benefits include the safety 
of group travel, the services of a 
qualified mechanic traveling with the 
group, confirmed hotel reservations and 
professional tour direction. $ 


Feel up to going it alone? Or 


with one or two friends 
independently of any group or 
organization? 


There’s a way. 

Foreign motorcycle companies offer 
British and European city-delivery plans 
similar to the motor car-pickup deals 
widely advertised in the U.S. All you do 
is make arrangements with a local U.S. 
cycle dealer to pick up your machine 
overseas. And pay him here. Details that 
he takes care of usually include the 
cycle registration, obtaining 
International plates, title, insurance, and 
export papers (in Germany you can get 
an export-goods tax refund after your 
machine officially leaves the country.) 

You can arrange your own air 
passage. At present, there are many 
special overseas flying arrangements 
which any air carrier office will look up 
for you. If you want to map out your 
own tour abroad from city to city, get 
copies of each specific country’s green 
Michelin guide. English editions of these 
are available in Public Libraries or can 
be ordered in any bookstore at $3.50. 
These guides have maps, tours of the 
countryside, sights to see and include 





some road conditions information. 
Some “tour clubs” offer low rates on 
charter flights for members. 

You can plan for your own 
accommodations from Youth hostel, 
hotel or motel lists (see box) by writing 
ahead (U.S. Airletter 139). 

Whether you go independently or on 
a scheduled tour, there are these 
additional considerations: 

Machines. Experts recommend a 
comfortable “big” unit for all the miles 
you have to go — something in the 
250cc-or-over class, and new, if possible. 
A used machine could give you trouble 
at a time and far-away place when you 
could best do without it. Brand-wise, 
BSA, Honda or the well-known German 
BMW should be considered first. All 
have wide availability of parts and 
service in almost all countries. 

Accessories. Since the rider and the 
cycle are supposed to function together, 
some accessories are needed for each. 
“Musts” for the rider are safety helmet, 
good goggles, waterproof gloves, 
sportsman pocket warmers, durable 
poncho or large raincoat and a sleeping 
bag. For the cycle itself, you might add 
a locking gas cap, luggage carrier, 
saddlebags, windshield. And it’s a good 
idea to carry an extra chain, points, 


_ condenser and plugs. 


Documents. You'll need a U.S. 
Passport, health card with smallpox 
innoculation for getting back into the 
U.S., an International driver’s license 
(although in most countries_of Europe 
your own up-to-date state license is 
enough), and travellers’ checks in US 
dollars. International licenses аге 
available from the Triple-A. 

There’s a final bonus maybe you 
hadn’t thought of. On your return to 


the U.S., there's a good chance you can’ 


sell your slightly used, late-model 
motorcycle for about what you paid for 
it overseas. You've had all the fun and 
freedom of a summer on your own 
wheels while seeing foreign countries in 
just about the most inexpensive way 
there is. 

Why not quit dreaming how you'd 
look sweeping down the middle of the 
Champs Elysees some soft summer 
evening? Just start counting your 
money.

The 
European pros start riding in their early 
teens and become extremely proficient 
as their experience builds. Only the 
wealthy in Spain can afford to ride trials 
which allows us to select the best riders 
out of a larger group. Due to the 
extreme physical strength and 
endurance needed for European trials 
competition Bob felt that next year's 
riders would benefit well from riding at 
least two 100 miles enduros on trials 
type machines — standing up! They 
could sit down on only a slight 25% of 
the trials loop. Bob also recommended 
they learn to push, push, PUSH! 

When asked if he would like to 
return to Spain for competition in the 
future, Nichelsen said “Sure!” but 
stated he would like to wait three to 
four years in order to condition and 
train himself so as to insure being a 
better competitive challenge. A lot of 
knowledge and valuable experience was 
gained from this trip and Nickelsen and 
Walker stand in a position to help 
promote and encourage the standard of 
trials riding here in the United States. 
Mission accomplished!

ADJUSTING THE DOUBLE LEADING SHOE FRONT BRAKES 

As I teach a class in Motorcycle Mechanics at the Norwalk-La Mirada Adult 
School, I receive many requests for information from my students that make me 
realize that the Owners and Riders Handbook sometimes leaves a lot to be desired 
when it comes to basic information that should be included for the rider’s benefit. 

One that was brought to my attention recently was the fact that none of the 
manuals specify how to adjust the linkage between the two brake levers on a double 
leading shoe front brake. As you probably know, your greatest stopping power on a 
regular front brake is with the leading shoe while the trailing shoe is just along for the 
ride by comparison. 

Now that the machines are going faster and faster, the factory technicians have 
compensated for it by installing two cams in the brakes so that it provides the 
stopping power of two leading shoes. The only problem is that the rider doesn’t 
really know if both shoes are contacting the drum or not and the only information 
he can obtain from the owners handbook is how to adjust the brake cable. As the 
rear cam lever is operated by the front cam lever and the front lever is operated by 
the cable, it means that if it is out of adjustment, one can stop the efficiency of the 
other by contacting the drum too soon. 

As it is a little tricky to adjust, I would recommend that you remove the wheel 
first and check the wear on the shoes first before attempting it. If after checking it 
out you feel that adjustment is needed, this is the proper procedure. 

With the machine on the center stand, block up the front of it so that the front 
wheel is off the ground and free to spin by hand. Spin the wheel and back off the 
cable adjusting nut until the brake cannot be applied even though the hand lever is 
pulled all the way. Then loosen the lock nut on the brake lever connecting rod and 
back the rod off so as to push the levers apart. Again spinning the front wheel with 
one hand, run up the brake cable adjusting nut until a slight drag is felt on the front 
wheel. The important part here is to get the feel of the amount of drag that is on the 
wheel, remember to just run it up enough so that there is a slight drag, but the wheel 
will still spin. This means that the front shoe is beginning to contact the brake drum. 

Now, again spinning the wheel, turn the brake connecting rod in so as pull the rear 
lever forward until a little more drag is felt on the wheel, in other words, the wheel 
should have the drag that means the same amount of brake is being applied by both 
the front and rear shoes. Now lock down the nut on the connecting rod and adjust 
the brake cable adjusting nut until you have the recommended 20 to 30mm play at 
the end of the lever on the handlebar before they start to grab and you are ready.to 
roll. (Or stop as the case may be). 


CLUTCH HUB HOLDING TOOL. Recently 
on these pages, | passed on the idea of making 
a clutch hub holding tool by making a locking 
device out of a driven plate and a driving plate 
by bolding them or welding them together

lying around? To go out and purchase new 
ones can run into some money.

As most clutches have the clutch facing on 
the driving plates, (the plates that have the 
tangs that fit into the clutch hub are called 
the driving plates, the onew with the tangs 
that are on the inside to fit the clutch hub 
center are cllaed the driven plates) these are 
the most expensive while the plain steel ones 
are cheap cand can be converted into a 
holding tool by themselves.

the tool kit has long since vanished. This 
means the rider is forced to use what he has at 
hand, more often than not large pliers or 
vice-grips, and the plug winds up looking like 
the one picutred here. 

Shown in the photo is a very simple and 
cheap tool that will do the job easily and is no 
hassle to make. As these plugs are usually 
either of the 12mm or the 14mm size, go to 
any motorcycle shop and purchase a long 
8mm bolt with the proper size head to fit the 
hole in the plug on your machine. Clamp the 
head in a vice and put a right angle bend in 
the bolt as close to the head as you can lik the 
one shown, this may now be used to remove 
the plug with ease.

Daytona was triumph and tragedy 
this year, unfortunately. Outsiders don’t 
understand how racers of any kind carry 
on when a comrade goes down, but we 
mourn our own in our own way. Death 
is part of the racing scene and we learn 
to live with it, all of us. 

How about Bugs Mann! That just had 
to be the best day of his life, he even 
wore a little smile now and then (Dick is 
an absolute pessimist although 
sometimes you do see a small twinkle in 
his eye) and there he was, two years in a 
row in the winner’s circle. Maybe some 
of you youngsters will start having 
proper respect for those “over thirty" 
who are deemed too old to do anything. 
Ha! Ride against Bugs, Jeff Smith or 
Dave Bickers in a motocross and you'll 
be firmly put in your place; the older 
generation isn’t down the tube yet! So, 
if you’re a teenage hotshoe, start taking 
care of yourself if you want to be 

around racing for a while. Experience 
counts. 

Cycle News will keep you posted on 
when Wide World of Sport will show the 
Elsinore Grand Prix. Don't miss it. The 
chap who had the camera strapped to 
his helmet for a full lap of the course 
was Canada's Bryan Shannon, and being 
top-heavy he wobbled around a bit in 
that rock wash. “Scared me,” he says, 
but being a top motocrosser he didn’t 
fall and lose ABC a camera. 

Mike Vancil has requested I do a 
column on flagmen at a race. Glad to 
oblige. If you've ever done a good one, 
you know how important the flagman is 
when you're laying there, can't get up 
and you can hear the pack approaching. 
From experience, I know it's scary! 

If you assume the position of a 
flagman at a race, remember your duty 
to the guys riding. They rely on you to 
get them through a corner safely if a 
pileup or crash has occurred that they 
haven't seen. Move down away from the 
incident, and display your flag clearly, 
don't start waving it around wildly or 
making hand gestures unless you can 
clearly show the on-coming horde that 
they must go the inside or outside of 
the curve. Don't attempt to help the 
fallen rider until everyone is safely by 
and no one else is coming. Let someone 
else do that. 

A flaggers meeting should be held 
before every race so that everyone 
clearly understands what the signals are, 
especially if you have to call the 
ambulance. Usually it's waving the flag 
over your head, and make sure the

ambulance crew know the signal, too. 
We went to a race once where someone 
was waving frantically for the meat 
wagon, which din't move because they 
were a new crew to racing and no one 
had told them that a waved flag meant, 
Sout”? 

Unless using it, keep your flag furled 
and don’t make gestures with it. There’s 
nothing so disconcerting to a rider then 
flying into a turn to catch a glimpse of a 
flag and wonder if the flagman meant 
the signal or not. A flag is not a play toy 
even if you are bored with the hours 
you've spent on that turn. Sometimes 
youngsters are pressed into service as 
flagmen and generally do very well. One 
day, just as everyone crossed the wire, 
way off in the distance everyone could 
see a flag waving around and being 
thrown in the air. Needless to say, 
everyone, including the ambulance, 
moved. We figured for sure one of the 
late runners had landed in the boulders. 
There stands an eight year old, “Just 
playing with it," he said ‘The race is 
over, isn't it?" He was quickly informed 
of his responsibilities! 

It is hard to be a good starter, but 
impress on the riders right off the bat 
that you are in command, and demand 
that from them. If someone makes a 
jump, blackflag and line ‘em up again. 
Once they find you can't be 
bamboozled, and don't think they 
won't try, you won't have so much 
trouble. One of the hardest days I ever 
spent was starting a scramble, I had the 
500 Experts back on the line three 
times and finally had their little paws on 
their helmets to get them off only to 
find out they were doing it for fun. The 
hand on the helmet stopped the 
foolishness, though. 

If you are handling the checkered 
and the white and black flags, make sure 
they are clearly displayed. We've seen 
flaggers with all kinds of fancy girations 
as they wave the checkered. But, if 
you're all tucked in howling down the 
straight and the flagger is a couple of 
feet in the air waving the flag over his 
head all fancy like, you won't even see 
it. It's also distressing to suddenly see 
the checkered when, you thought you 
had another lap or so to go because you 
didn't see the white. So hop around if 
you must, but be sure the rider really 
sees the signal. 

A tip of the helmet to the Simi 
Valley M.C. All their members are now 
required to use silencers. A step in the 
right direction!
